HELPLESS IN FIRE PERIL

Company Owning Closed Struc¬
ture Charged With Retalia¬

ting for Cut in Rates.

Despatch to Tub New To«k Huuld.
Daytona. F:e., Sept. 10..Headed by

Martin M. Hagan, who is interested in
large building enterprises on the Flori¬
da east coast, a committee con.posed of
well known citizens of Daytona. Day¬
tona Beach and Seabreeze has petition¬
ed Gov. Cary A. Hardee of Florida for
relief from the toll bridge situation
nhich has been the cause of much liti¬
gation in the Florida courts during the
ia."t summer.
The petition sets forth that the Vo-

lutila County Bridge Company, of which
B. L. Armstrong of New London.
Conn., is president, has visited upon
the citizens and business Interests of
Daytona, Daytona Beach and Sea¬
breeze "extraordinary and unbearable
hardships by the policy which has ac¬
tuated the company's ownership and
operation of the three bridges span¬
ning the Halifax River, which consti¬
tute the only connecting link between
the City of Daytona on the mainland,
and the towns of Daytona Beach and
oeabreeze on the coast peninsula "

According to the petition the con¬
crete bridge, which affords the main
.rtery of traffic across the Halifax at
Daytona, and which has been closed
to traffic .or the last four months, was
Closed by the Volusia County Bridge
Company In retaliation for a 50 per
cent. cu.t iu toll rates ordered last May
»y the Commissioners of Volusia
county.
The petition further sets forth that

FEDERAL DETECTIVES
TO GO TO SCHOOL HERE

Dougherty Establishes Institu¬
tion to Help His Men.

AVABKi.WTON, Kept. 10.. Establish¬
ment of a training school for Govern¬
ment detectives In New York was an-
nounced to-night by Attorney General
Daugherty as a part of the reorganlaa-
tlon of the Bureau of ln\ estimation of
tho Department of Justice. All agents
will be sent to the school for instruc¬
tions.
The course will include phases of in¬

vestigation work and a presentation of
the rights of American citizens and resi-
dents of the United States. The law of f
arrest, the rudiments of evidence and
the proper method of preparing cases
for prosecution also will be studied.
